Ottawa, Sept. 8. — Tlie premier to-day 
received a deputation from tlie Dominion 
bailor congress, including Mr. Salmon of 
Nanaimo, and Messrs. liartley and Cowan 
of Vancouver, the subject of the interview- 
being Chinese immigration. Sir John said 
there was no question but that European 
immigrants were far preferable to Chinese, 
but he had to tell the deputation frankly 
that the Dominion parliament had not the 
power to exclude Chinese. Personally, he 
believed it would be a mistake to prohibit 
them coming. If the. United States per- 
sisted in enforcing its exclusion act, China 
might retaliate, and Canada would be 
greatly advantaged. The possibilities of 
Canada's trade with China were immense. 
Relative to the request that Chinese be pro- 
hibited from working in the mines the 
premier asked how could they possibly be 
allowed to work at one thing and 
excluded from another.

A guurd has 
been stationed iu the cut to warn all people 
to keep away. To-morrow the work of 
finding the bodies will go on, and, if pos- 
sible, the dangerous charges will be. re- 
moved. This evening the patients at tho 
hospital were resting easily, and four wiil 
probably recover,

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A STORY OF STARVATION. 



An American Government Exploring 
Party Lost iu tins Wilds 
o;' Alaska. 



Tlieir Supplies Lost With a Steamer 
That Was Wreeked-A Weary 
Experience. 



San Fkakoisco, Sept.*' 7. — News 
roaohed this city yestcrdny that the Mo- 
Grath-Tumer exploring party was still in 
Alaska and would remain during the 
winter. One suction of the party is en- 
camped on Porcupine and the other on 
the Yukon river, about 2,000 miles from 
its mouth. An account of the doings and 
experience of the explorers has been re- 
ceived by Dr. T. C. Mendenhall, assist- 
ant superintendent of the United States 
coast and geodetic survey. 

The party was lirst sent out by the 
United States Government. Its mission 
was to locate and determine the 141st 
parallel, the boundary line between the 
United States and the British possessions 
in Alaska. McGrath arrived in Alaska 
in the beginning of .June, lS.S'.l, and un- 
til recently no word was heard of him. 

lie proceeded from Sitka north a dis- 
tance of over 1,500 miles, and camped in 
a barren and bleak district. It was ex- 
pected the steamer Arctic would take the 
explorors a sufficient quantity of pro- 
visions, and relying on this help very few 
stores were taken overland. Unknown 
to the campers the Arctic was wrecked on 
the voyage, and everything on board was 
jettisoned. Totally unconscious of this 
fatality the weary party kept a daily 
vigil for the steamer. Their scanty sup- 
ply of provisions commenced to thin nut, 
and after the oxpira'ion of a few weeks 
the position had become so serious that 
the rations to the men were halved and 
later on they were quartered. 

The hope that the steamer would arrive 
was finally given up. The danger of star- 
vation loomed up threateningly. 1 luring 
the latter part of August the little camp 
was surprised by the appearance of several 
miners who had como up tho Yukon. 
They told a pitiful talo of starvation, and 
some of them had scarcely strength 
enough left to talk. They demanded the 
return of a lighter lent the McGrath 
parly some months ago. Paco to face 
with the peril of terrible death the inine;s 
and explorers decided upon a last, attempt 
to secure some means of subsistence.

Tho scene 
which met the arrivals was pitiful. Dur- 
ing the absence of the McLarty party the 
starving explorers had exhausted their 
provisions. They w ere lean, gaunt, white 
and despairing. Their only hope was 
centred in the success rf the long absent 
skirmishers. They had been compelled 
to kill several draught animals, and the 
sledge dogs were given leather tops of ex- 
plorers' boots to eat. By careful feodum 
and nursing the entire party recovered 
health and strength. 

McGrath writes that ho wi'l remain on 
the Yukon, and push his investigations to 
completion. The parly has already made 
a valuable collection of specimens.

A FALSEHOOD EXPOSED. 

():i tho 20th ultimo the city clerk 
wrote to the provincial secretary, stating 
that tho city council had been consider- 
ing tho subject of allowing tho lire de- 
partment to proceed outside I ho corpora- 
tion limits to assist at liros in the near 
rural districts, and saymy : "Tho coun- 
cil is of the opinion that tho department 
might bo allowed to leave- the city for, 
Bay, a mile beyond the boundary, in biicIi 
cases ; but in making allowance For this 
departure the council won!. I expect the 
government to make some pecuniary al- 
lowance, etc. , etc. 

To this the provincial secretary re 
plied as follows : 

Victoria, 30tl» August. JS!.»0. 

Sin, In reply to your's of the 20th 
instant referring to services rendered 
beyond tho Corporation limits by the 
City Fire Brigade, I am to acquaint you" 
that, while rccogimiiig the claim for 
some, consideration in the premises, it in 
not deemed advisable or practicable for 
tho present to lay down any haul mid 
fast line. The Government will, how- 
ever, 1)0 prepared to consider on its 
inorits, each case as it may be presented. 

In its i -sue of Saturday, our evening 
contemporary had this to say about it. 

" In accordance with a resolution pass- 
ed at the last meeting of the board of 
Aldermen, an official notice has been 
jjiven to Chief Engineer Deasy, instruct- 
ing him uot to reply with his department 
to any alarms which may be sent in [from 
outside the city limits.

Now. is there to 
he found in the whole community an un- 
prejudiced person who will say there is 
anything in the Provincial Secretary's 
letter to account for the action of thu 
Council, much less justify tho words we 
have put in italics J 1 So far from the 
Government "refusing to contribute any- 
thing," tho very contrary is the fact. 'J ho 
.claim fur pecuniary nesUtauce is frankly 
recognized. One is apt to suspect thai 
the object of the Opposition organ in in- 
dulging in Htich itross misrepresentation 
is to antagonize tho Government,— en- 
gender bad feeling between ii and the 
city authorities. Hut whatever its object 
may bo, the moans it employs is certainly 
contemptible, 

.1 RECIPROCITY PROPOSITION. 

Mr. iJlnino's policy of reciprocity is re- 
commending itself to the people and the 
.statesmen of the I'nited States. Thu 

policy of isolation and exclusion dues not 

Buit the great body of thu American 
.people. They want a bigger market than 
.is now open to them, and Lhey do not see 

why reciprocity should be confined to thu 
Latin " republics of South America. 

Many of them believe that there is more 
.money in reciprocity with the .North, 

thau then; is in reciprocity with tho 
iSoitih. Senator Sherman is one of these, 
jmd he, on the 1st of the present month 

presented the following resolution, as an 
-niuomknent, to the .tariff bill : 

"Thai whenever it shall be certified to 
the president of the United States that 
<ho government of tho Dominion uf 
Oauada shall by law ur regulation admit 
jfree of duty into ull ports coal mined in 
the United States, be ahull make procla- 
mation of that fact, ami thereafter, while 
bucIi law or regulation is in foroo, coal 
tni.'jod in the Dominion of Canada shall 
beHdrmtted free of duty into all ports of 
tho United States ; and whenever it shall 
bo duly certilied to the president of tho 
United States that the government of the 
Dominion of Canada lias declared a denim 
to enter into ouch oommorcial arrange- 
ments vith tho United States iw vt.0 



result in tho cr anplote or partial removal 
of duties upo'.i trade between Canada and 
the United 'States, he shall appoint throe 
commissioners to meet those who may bo 
designated to represent tho government 
of Cana da, to consider tho best method of 
extending the trado relations between 
Cani'da and the United States, and to 
tisoortain on what terms greater freedom 
of intercourse between tho two countries 
'j,ui best ho secured." 

There is no public man in Canada who 
can consistently object to the policy 
shadowed forth in this amendment. Coal 
is a raw product which can be ilflwr- 
chnnged reciprocally to the advantage of 
both [countries. A commission composed 
of men of experience who desire 
to increase tho trado between tho two 
countries can decide upon a Bystcni of 
reciprocity that could not fail of being 
mutually advantageous. 

We are not 'surprised to sec that Sen- 
ator Sherman's proposition is received 
with favor by men of both parties in 
Eastern Canada. It is exactly what they 
have been wanting for a long time. This 
is no proposal for unrestricted reciprocity, 
much les.-, for commercial union. It is 
simply it proposition to negotiate a 
sell o mo of reciprocitywhich will bo either 
wide or narrow as suits tho interests of 
tho two countries. Tho United States is 
Canada's second best customer, and Can- 
ada is a largo purchaser i f I uitod 
States commodities. They are next door 
neighbors, and it stands to reason thai 
there should be as few impediments as 
possible to their trade intercourse with 
each other. 

.1 TRUM ESTIMATE. 

Tho Kuotenay Slav has evidently taken 
n pretty accurate estimate of the patriot- 
ism of tho Victoria Times. The Star, in 
reply to some ill n itured criticism of the 
( >ppnsition organ, says :

But B«s is to be used in t he wars of tho 
future «s well as smoke manufactured for 
the occasion, The military chemists have 
invented a bomb which, when it bursts, 
wili not scatter through the enemy flesh- 
tearing, bone-breaking, and donth-doal- 
Blg missies. The new bombs are to be 
charged with a deadly gas. When one 
of them bursts tho air for a considerable 
distance on every -side is impregnated with 
the sickening gas. Any human being 
who attempts to breathe it becomes insen- 
sible, and when in that state falls an easy 
victim to the advancing foe. It is possi- 
ble that an antidote will bo found to this 
gaseous poison. A gas may he invented 
which will neutralize the effect of tho 
gas contained in the bombs. All that a 
force which is attached by those gns bombs 
will have to do will be to have engines 
charged with the neutralising gasor other 
material, and be ready when tho en- 
emy's bombs burst to charge the air with 
the neutralizing fluid. Battles of the 
future promise to he battles of chemicals; 
the chemists of one nation will rack their 
brains Lo find tho means of poisoning or 
choking their enemies, while the chemist.'- 
of the other nation will ransack nature's 
discover substances which 
loisoits and the suflocating 
, rivals ham, less. When 
this .shape it is dilHcull to 

pdlantry and. t he glory are 



somewhere about 38,000,000, When the 
Itxsteonsus was taken in L881 it vfas 35,- 
000,000. When the United States bus 
500 inhabitants, or anything like that 
number to the square tnilo the in- 
crease of its population will 
not he liS per rent. AVo very much doubt 
if it will be 10 per cent. It is, indeed, 
within tho bounds of probability that its 
population will Lhen he like that of 
Franco in the present day- v ery nearly 
stationary. 

The wonderful increase of tho United 
Slates in population and wealth is no 
doubt duo , in a groat measure, to tho in- 
telligence, the enterprise, and the indus- 
try of its inhabitants ; but it must not be 
forgotten that a very great deal is owing 
to the very favorable natural conditions 
undid- which that increase has taken 
place.

Smokeless powder has passed the stage 
of experiment, (inns of nil kinds can 
now be tired without makiiy the leas' 
change in tho atmosphere. The attackers 
and the attacked can see each other 
plainly, livery movement of the enemy 
is as visible during an engagement as it. is 
when tho no n are on i leaci ful parade. 
The men w ho attack a fortification are 
plainly to bo seen from thu time they 
come within range until they cress bayo- 
nets with the defenders. This puts the 
assailants -to a fearful disadvantage. Be- 
fore tho invention of sin ikoless powder 
the smoke caused by the firing on both 
Bides formed a friendly covering under 
which the troops advanced with compar- 
ative security. When the held was cov- 
ered with siuoki, changas in the disposi- 
tion of tho attacking force could bfl made 
without, the knowledge of the garrison. 
This wosat times a very great advantage 
But nothing of this kind can bo doner 
where smokeless powder is used by the 
combatants. 

In order to raise a smoke when smoke 
is required as a screen, sinoko balls have 
been invented. These are bulla which, 
when tiny burst, Bond out volumes ol 
dense smoko. It is not difficult lo see 
that they may, at limes, ba of tho greatest 
use. It is said that tho smoke which 
issues from these halls is, ill one respect 
at any rate, less effective than the smoke 
of gunpowder. It, has an unpleasant 
smell. Where it has been used ill sham 
fights tho men have been obliged to boh! 
their noses with one hand. Now, it 
takes two hands to load and lite a gun. 
ind a regiment of one-armed men could 
not be very efl'ootivo as assailants, But 
tho chemist i may he trusted to invent II 
boll which will send out smoke that will

All that was wanted were 
nu n to occupy this New World. The 
policy of the young Republic was wise. 
Emigrants from all kinds were invited to 
come to the country, and when they came 
they were warmly welcomed and well used.
